The attention of postmasters and 
employees of the Postal Service is 
called to the issuance of 3-cent Little 
America commemorative stamps in 
sheets of six stamps each as printed 
on the postage-stamp press to be in- 
cluded in the display of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing at the 
National Stamp Exhibition of 1934 to 
be held at Rockefeller Center, New 
York, N. Y., February 10-18. ; 

The special sheets will be approxi- 
mately 33, by 35 inches in dimen- 
sions, and will be issued ungummed 
and unperforated. The following 
printing will appear in small type in 
blue ink on the four sides of the 
sheets: “Printed by the Treasury De- 
cet, Bureau of Engraving and 
tinting, under authority of James A. 
Farley, Postmaster General, New 
York, N. Y., February 10-18, 1934, 
in compliment to the National Stamp 
Exhibition of 1934.” 

The souvenir sheets of Little Amer- 
ica stamps will be first placed on sale 
February 10, 1934, at the branch Phil- 
atelic Agency to be operated in con- 
nection with the National Stamp Ex- 
hibition. In addition to these special 
sheets, the branch agency will have 
available for sale stocks of the vari- 
ous commemorative stamps, from the 
William Penn issue, to date. 

To facilitate the dispatch of mail 
by visitors, a separate substation of 
the New York post office will be es- 
tablished on the exhibition floor, for 


the use of which a special canceling 
stamp, reading as follows, will be 
provided: “National Stamp Exhibi- 
tion Sta., New York, N. Y.” As the 
Little America stamp was issued pri- 
marily for use on mail dispatched on 
the Byrd Antarctic Expedition, the 
special sheets of this stamp, as de- 
scribed herein, will not be issued to 
and sold through post offices, and post- 
masters are directed not to submit req- 
uisition to the Department for stocks 
thereof. 

For the benefit of stamp collectors 
who do not attend the National Stamp 
Exhibition, provision will be made to 
place the souvenir sheets of Little 
America stamps on sale at the Phila- 
telic Agency, Post Office Department, 
beginning February 19, to which office 
mail orders may be submitted for the 
desired number of full sheets, with 
remittance by postal money order at 
the rate of 18 cents each, in addition 
to which allowance must be made for 
return postage and registration fee. 
Personal checks and other postage 
stamps will positively not be accepted 
in payment. 

All sales, both by mail and other- 
wise, will be made in full sheets, of 
which a single plate number will be 
available. To insure the prompt filling 
of orders, requests for special sheets 
of Little America stamps must be 
made for this item alone, with other 
varieties of stamps excluded. Early 
shipment cannot be made if request 
for Little America sheets is included 
in a mixed order. 

Neither the branch Philatelic 
Agency nor the New York post office 
, will be authorized to prepare first-day 
‘covers bearing the special sheets of 
Little America stamps for dispatch on 
|February 10. Likewise, the Phila- 
telic Agency, Post Office Department, 
will not prepare such covers for mail- 
ing on February 19, the first day of 
,issue in Washington.

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Hundred Dollar Collection 
Gold Medal Winner 


New York, Jan. 24. When Charles 
Lathrop Pack gets annoyed, he gets 
annoyed good and plenty. He gets 
so annoyed that he wins gold medals 
with penny investments. 

During an interview with the inter- 
nationally known forester and econ- 
omist, who was a visitor to this city 
yesterday from his Lakewood, New 
Jersey, home, to prepare his ‘world- 
renowned stamp collections for entry 
in the National Stamp Exhibition, to 
be held at Rockefeller Center, Feb- 
ruary 10 to 18, there was brought to 
light one of his favorite stories on 
himself. 

Some years ago, according to Mr. 
Pack, he was standing in front of a 
group of his stamp collections which 
were on exhibit. Two visitors were 
likewise looking on. One commented 
that it really didn’t take brains to 
get up a collection like Mr. Pack’s all 
you needed was to be a millionaire 
with lots of time on your hands. 

Mr. Pack determined right then and 
there that he would get up a collec- 
tion of just penny stamps that would 
make everybody realize that money 
wasn’t everything to a philatelist. 

The opportunity came when Mr. 
Pack, searching away at various 
stamp issues, made the discovery that 
Brazilian stamps, in the issues of 
1894 to 1904, were using substituted 
heads, that is, the head centerpiece of 
the original value for which it was 
designed, had been used in other 
values.

The discovery was an important one 
philatelically, and as Mr. Pack ex- 
plained: 

“T sent my discovery in a collection 
to the London International Philatel- 
ic Exhibition in 1923, to prove that 
there was great scope for original 
philatelic work in stamps valued at a 
few cents.” 

There was less than a hundred dol- 
lars worth of stamps in that entire 
collection, yet it won for him the Gold 
Medal for original research work, the 
highest possible award. 

And to this day, Mr. Pack believes 
that: 

“Just a little bit of money and lots 
of stamp sagacity, and you have a 
philatelist.” 

Mr. Pack, who is president of The 
American Tree Association, will serve 
as a member of the Committee of 
Honor of the forthcoming Exhibition. 
He was a founder of the Cleveland 
Trust Company, former president of 
the World Court League, and aided in 
the reforestation of France, England, 
and Italy after the World War.

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sues where they occur, and these de- 
scriptions are in a specially bold type 
so that they can be easily seen. 

Reference to illustrations is just as 
easy, as each of them has its “type 
number,” and these type numbers ap- 
pear in a separate column against the 
description of each issue. Identifica- 
tion of a particular stamp is still 
further facilitated by the fact that, in 
most cases, all stamps of a particular 
type are grouped together, chrono- 
logical order being considered less im- 
portant than the convenience of the 
collector. The subjects of the designs 
are described below the illustrations. 

Always with the same object in 
view, the countries are arranged in 
alphabetical order, but the name of 
each country is followed by abbrevia- 
tions indicating its continent and the 
particular philatelic group to which 
it belongs, e. g., all the French Col- 
onies, French Post Offices and French 
Mandated Territories have the abbre- 
viation “(Fr.)” after the name, un- 
less the fact that they are French is 
clearly indicated in their titles. 

After these details come brief notes 
concerning the geographical situation 
and political history of the country 
and particulars of the currencies in 
which the stamp values are, or have 
been, expressed. 

The new volume will be printed in 
a specially selected and very legible 
type on paper of stout quality and 
good surface, which will show the il- 
lustrations well, and the book will be 
strongly and attractively cloth bound. 

The page-size will be practically 
that of the big “Gibbons,” but very 
slightly taller, and the complete vol- 
ume will consist of about 900 pages. 

When it is added that this large 
and entirely new volume is to be pub- 
lished at the astoundingly low price 
of five shillings only, collectors will 
admit that there is good justification 
for the publishers’ claim that it is 
the cheapest and simplest world cata- 
logue. 

Messrs. Stanley Gibbons, Ltd., em- 
phasize that the Simplified Catalogue 
is not intended to be in any way a 
substitute for their present world- 
famous volume. Their object in pub- 
lishing it is to cater for the enor- 
mous demand which they have found 
to exist for a stamp catalogue which 
gives clear and intelligible lists, satis- 
factorily illustrated, of postage stamps 
which are easily distinguishable from 
one another, and at a price so low as 
to place the volume within the reach 
of every collector.

Sale and distribution 
has been placed in the hands of the 
Harris Company and we believe these 
new mounts come nearer solving the 
problem than anything we have seen.

Collecting Stamps in 
Newfoundland 


Newspaper dispatches tell of the 
arrest of W. J. Walsh, minister of 
agriculture and mines in Newfound- 
land, who has been arrested, charged 
with the theft of three albums of 
stamps valued at between $5000 and 
$6000 from the collection belonging 
to the Newfoundland Government. 
The original collection of the New- 
foundland Government was valued 
at $120,000 but it is said that about 
half of it has already disappeared. 

Government investigators who have 
been probing the theft and disappear- 
ance of the stamps find that thefts 
have spread over a period of years 
dating from 1920, when the museum 
housing the collection was closed.

SIMPLIFIED 
STAMP CATALOG 


Elsewhere in 
this issue we 

print an an- 
nouncement from Stanley Gibbons of 
London, which is of great importance 
and interest and which we hope will 
be the wedge that will force our 
American Catalogue publishers to fol- 
low suit. 

For many years we have advocated 
a thoroughly simplified catalogue of 
postage stamps. There are many 
reasons for the need of such a cata- 
logue and just so soon as the Pub- 
lishers of our American Stamp Cata- 
logue wake up to this fact, just so 
soon will there be a revival of interest 
in the general collecting of stamps of 
all countries. 

It has long been recognized that 
few people can afford or give the time 
necessary for making a general col- 
lection of stamps. As a result of this 
we find the collector becoming a spe- 
cialist and the first thing they natur- 
ally do is to turn to United States 
Stamps. 

Personally we consider this a very 
undesirable situation. We feel that 
the stamp trade would prosper more 
if there was a more ready market for 
foreign stamps. We favor the sim- 
plification of the catalogue by the 
elimination of all varieties other than 
face differences. 

Many collections contain three, four 
or five copies of stamps that to the 
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non collector all look alike yet the 
collector must painstakingly explain 
that this one is perforated 10 and 
has a wide A in the watermark, this 
one is perforated 10 and has a nar- 
row A in the watermark, in this one 
the watermark has multiple crowns 
with CA while in this one the multiple 
crowns are accompanied by the CA 
in script letters in the watermark and 
so on and so on. 

Simplification will not do much for 
some countries but for others it will 
make big holes in the catalogue. 

Elimination of minor varieties will 
help in other instances and this all 
helps reduce cost of publication and 
the thousands of collectors who can 
not now pay $2.50 to $3.50 for a 
stamp catalogue will be delighted to 
buy one for a dollar or thereabouts. 

We predict a simplified catalogue 
for America. Whether it will come 
from the presses of the present pub- 
lishers or whether it will be neces- 
sary for some more wide awake firm 
to produce it is a question, but come 
it will. 

The only unpleasant note regarding 
the new Gibbons Simplified Catalogue 
is the statement that it will not be 
sold in America because of regula- 
tions regarding stamp illustration. 

This will of course mean a new 
field for the bootlegger, for many 
American collectors will insist on hav- 
ing copies of this catalogue.

Cover from “Old Ironsides” on Jan. 
1 bears, in addition to one of the fa- 
miliar ship’s cachets, a two-line cachet 
with the words, “New Years Day, 
1934 at San Diego, Calif.” Cancel in 
black, as usual, with the words “SAN 
DIEGO—CALIF.” in location spaces. 

U. S. S. Pennsylvania used an at- 
tractive New Years cachet, together 
with the words “START YOUR— 
RESOLUTIONS,” in location spaces; 
applied in red. 

U. S. S. Fox, on Jan. 1, used “HAP- 
PY—NEW YEAR” between killer 
bars, applied in red-violet.
